It is not necessary to file such reports 
for injuries to members of the departments 
unless you desire to consider the depart- 
ments as under the Act. The pertinent sec- 
tion of the Act is enclosed for your con- 
sideration. 


It would appear to me that, if you desire 
to take advantage of the exception provided, 
your rules of employment should be changed 
so that it is clear to all present and future 
employees that by becoming a member of 
either department they waive, on behalf of 
themselves and their estates, any claim for 
compensation benefits other than those paid 
by the City. 


To tie the matter even tighter it would
